Comeback Over Red Sox 
Brings Big Ovation — 
Ted Williams Booed 
Each Time He Goes to 
Plate.

SPORTSMAN’S PARK, Oct. 7— 
An elated, roaring crowd of 35,815 
Cardinal fans watched the hard- 


fighting St. Louis team defeat the 
Boston Red Sox this afternoon in 
the second World Series game. 


The series is now tied with both): 


teams having a single victory each. 

A tremendous cheer burst from 
the rooters when the Red Sox 
were retired in the ninth inning, 
still scoreless. 

Despite yesterday's defeat and 
the celdly professional odds favor- 
ing the Sox, unimpressed Card- 
dinal supporters, who bought every 
seat in the ball park hours before 
the start of today’s game, smelled 
victory in the air when Boston’s 
heaviest hitters were successfully 
controlled, inning after inning. 

After the game, blue-uniformed 
ushers took positions all, around 
the infield to stop fans from cut- 
ting across the field to the Grand 
boulevard exit. It appeared more 
likely-that the Cardinals and Sox 
would be returning here for a 
sixth and possibly a seventh game 
and the groundkeepers wanted to 
be sure the field was in shape. 

The crowd was slow in leaving. 
Many fans formed clusters on the 
field to discuss the game and the 
Cardinal chances of winning the 
series. The Southwest appeared 
to have a heavy represeztation, 
with many of the departing fans 
wearing pearl gray 10-gallon hats. } 

Fans booed lustily every time 
Ted Williams came to the plate. 
In the sixth inning, he swung 
hard and missed, and his bat flew 
all the way into the Sox dugout. 
Grandstand patrons gasped, then 
booed again. When Williams lined 
out, fans cheered the catch and 
again booed Williams as he en- 
tered the dugout. 

In the last half of the fifth 
inning, when the Cardinals in- 
creased their lead to 3 to 0, spec- 
tators went wild with excitement. 
They rang cowbelis, clapped in 
unison to rattle the visitors’ 
pitcher, groaned whenever a 
Cardinal missed a strike and 
noted with satisfaction that Bos- 
ton was warming up a relief 
pitcher. 

Two small boys, inside the park 
but unable to see because of the 
crubh of spectators, contented 
themselves with their own game 
of cork ball near a grandstand 
entrance. 

Many with standing room tick- 
ets found themselves marooned 
mear a hotdog stand, unable to 
move.

at 3% to 1 for bets placed

This means that a $1 bet 
placed on the Cardinals would 
pay $3.50, while a $5 bet on the 
Réd Sox would pay only $1. 

These odds were for the 
whole series, quoted after the 
Cardinals had dropped the first 
game yesterday, For today’s 
game, Carroll was quoting odds 
of 7 to 10 to those placing bets 
on the Red Sox and 6 to 5 to 
those placing bets on the Cardi- 
nals.

The Most Rev. Joseph Elmer 
Ritter, fourth Archbishop of St. 
Louis, arrived in St. Louis at 1:35 
o’clock this afternoon and was 
driven from Union Station to St. 
Louis Cathedral, where he knelt 
in prayer before the tomb of his 
predecessor, Cardinal John Joseph 
Glennon, in All Souls’ Chapel, He 
then went to the arthiepiscopal 
residence, 4510 Lindell boulevard. 


In his stay of a few minutes 
at the station, Archbishop Ritter 
received the greetings of clergy 
and laymen of the St. Louis arch- 
diocese, and the official welcome 
of Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann. He 
exchanged pleasantries with the 
Mayor about the current world 
series, and remarked facetiously, 
as he surveyed the group: “It 
looks as if we had al) the Irish 
here.” 

. The. slightness of his physical 
figure contrasted with the bulk of 
Auxiliary Bishop George J. Don- 
nelly, who, with three Monsignori, 
had boarded his train at Granite 
City. The train was an hour and 
35 minutes late in arriving. 


Mayor Among Welcomers. 

Msgr. James P. Murray, director 
of.diocesan schools, was the first 
of the waiting clerical group to 
kiss the Archbishop’s ring. Mayor 
Kaufmann, accompanied by 
Charles J. Riley, Director of Pub- 
lic Safety, then extended his wel- 
come, 

Thanking him, the prelate said: 
“Too bad I had to come at such a 
busy time. I understand the Car- 
dinals have won many pennants in 
the past.” The Mayor replied: “I 
hope you can see one of the series 
games, and I think I can assure 
you that you will have _ the 
chance.”

One of Biggest Meteor Showers 
In History Expected This Week 


A series of watch parties will 
begin tomorrow night for scien- 
tists and amateur astronomers 


hoping to observe “one of the larg- 
est meteor showers in astronomi- 
cal history.” 

Thousands of shooting stars will 
streak across the sky for three 
nights, with the peak coming 
Wednesday night, if the Giaco- 
binid meteors meet expectations. 
The shower will radiate from the 
northwest, and astronomers are 
hoping skies will be clear and the 
nearly full moon in the southeast 
will not cause too much interfer- 
ence with the view. 

Edwin E. Friton, regional direc- 
tor for the American Meteor So- 
ciety, has arranged for more than 
65 observers in St. Louis, other

The best way to look for the 
shooting stars is to place a re- 
clining chair in some dark spot 
away from city lights about 9 p.m. 
The meteors, if they materialize, 
will be visible to the naked eye, 
but astronomers admit the show 
could be disappointing. v 

They base their hopes for a 
spectacular display on the fact the 
earth will be a mere 131,000 miles 
from the orbit of the Giacobini- 
Zinner comet, In 1933, when the 
earth and the comet were about 
500,000 miles apart, 480 meteors 
were counted in one minute at 
Malta.

‘AMERICAN ACTION 


CONGRESS LEFTS; 
HEAVILY FINANGED 


s\Movement Sponsored by 


Wealthy Men and 
Aimed at ‘Reds’ and 
PAC Claims G.O.P. and 
Anti-New Deal Support.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—A polit- 
ical organization with heavy fi- 
nancial backing has been working 


under cover to purge Congress 
of what it calls “left wing radicals” 
and to nullify the efforts of the 
CIO Political Action Committee. 
Called American Action, Inc., 
with headquarters in Chicago, it 
is disclosed in documents obtained 
by the Post-Dispatch to be on the 
order of ultra-nationalistic groups 
such as the old Liberty League and 
America First, 

One of its sponsors is Robert E. 
Wood, board chairman of Sears 
Roebuck & Co., Chicago, formerly 
prominent in America First. The 
names of other wealthy and in- 
fluential men are mentioned as 
policy-makers and large-scale con- 
tributors to a war chest which is 
said to exceed $750,000. 

The plan is to spend this money 
in key congressional districts, in- 
cluding districts of Missouri and 
Illinois, where results are in doubt 
and where a little extra pressure 
may tip the balance in the Novem- 
ber elections. A list of the key 
districts was not available, 

A confidential letter from 
Wood states that “the movement 
has been discussed with and has 
the blessing of the topmost Re- 
publican and _ constitutional 
Democratic leaders in both 
houses of Congress.” 

Now that existence of the or- 
ganization has been disclosed, 
there are likely to be demands for 
congressional investigation of its 
expenditures, 

As explained in a pamphlet 
sent to an inner-circle group, 
the organization is to “defeat 
the CIO-PAC and Communist 
attempt to capture and control 
Congress.” 

American Action charges 
that “already 187 congressmen, 
$1 short of a majority, have been 
voting largely as minority radi- 
cal groups dictate. These same 
radical minorities are out to 
complete their control of Con- 
gress in 1946.” 

“Party labels make no differ- 
ence to them,” the pamphlet con- 
tinues, “What they are deter- 
mined to get is a Congress that 
will do their bidding—a leftist 
Congress, With such a Congress 
they can and will make over and 
take over this republic.” 

A gloomy picture is painted of 
what, in the opinion of Amer- 
ican Action, will befall the na- 
tion if an “organized minority 
can hoodwink, cajole, mislead, 
promise and drive enough voters 
to elect a Congress with a work- 
ing majority of leftist Demo- 
crats, leftist. Republicans, leftist 
‘liberals’ and leftist fusion can- 
didates.” 

In that event, proclaims Amer- 
ican Action, “You and your chil- 
dren will not only be on tlie road 
to serfdom, you will be at the 
very gates of servitude, for life, 
and you will be forced to enter 
against your will. This proud, 
free republic, which you inher- 
ited, or to which you came for 
refuge, will be made over. And 
you will become just a subject 
of another Socialist-Communist 
state.” 

Declaring that “American Ac- 
tion is “for America and against 
its enemies,” the pamphlet asserts 
“this bi-partisan citizens’ move- 
ment is incorporated for political 
action against radicalism, against

AFL UNIONS WILL 
SEEK WELFARE 
FUNDS LIKE UMW S 


Urges End of Wage, Price 
Controls, Except 


Speakers’ List. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 
President William Green today 
called for wage increases for 
American workers as industry’s 


AFL unions will seek to establish 
welfare funds similar to that re- 


mine workers. 

In an address opening the AF'L’s 
sixty-fifth annual convention, 
Green called also for an end of 
all Government wage and price 
controls, “except rent ceilings and 
some other items comparable to 
that.” 

“I am confident,” Green said, 
“that this convention will express 
the resentment of the American 
Federation of Labor against con- 
tinued government control over 
our economic life.” 

The AFL leader’s keynote con- 
vention speech praised the “suc- 
cessful fight” conducted by Lewis 
to win a welfare fund for the AFL 
United Mine Workers’ union. The 
fund was granted by Government 
contract with the miners after the 
White House seized the mines to 
end a long strike this spring. The 
fund is financed by a 5-cent-a- 
ton levy paid by mine owners on 
all coal produced. 

Green said Lewis had _ estab- 
lished a principle in setting up 
such systems to provide money 
for health and other social se- 
curity for workers and AFL un- 
ions consider Lewis’s fund as an 
“objective” to work for. 

Out of the war has come ex- 
tremely more efficient methods of 
production, Green asserted, add- 
ing that AFL workers intend to 
share by higher wages in the 
fruits of that productivity. 

The convention opened with the 
name of Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach absent from the 
speakers’ list. The omission, 
which AFL, leaders said could be 
taken as a mild slap at Schwel- 
lenbach, was coupled with a ref- 
erence in an AFL executive coun- 
cil report expressing displeasure 
with Department of Labor pol- 
icies. Traditionally the Secretary 
of Labor speaks at conventions 
of the AFL. 

“The executive council expresses 
keen disappointment over develop- 
ments in the administration of la- 
bor matters by the Department of 
Labor” the council report said, 

This comment referred particu- 
larly to Government reorganiza- 
tion moves which have transferred 
various functions from the Depart- 
ment of Labor to other agencies, 
transfers the council deplored. 

Opposes ‘Dismemberment.’ 

“The split in the labor move- 
ment,” the council said, “has heen 
used as an excuse for selecting a 
secretary outside the ranks of la- 
bor, but it cannot be invoked to 
condone the dismemberment of 
the department instead of its ex- 
pansion.”

OPA CAN’T FIGURE 
COST OF RECENT 
PRICE INCREASES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (APJ— 


‘1OPA said today it has no ready 


estimate of how much recent price 
increases will cost the public. 

An OPA statistical expert shud- 
dered at a _ reporter’s question 
prompted by this sentence in Re- 
conversion Director John R. Steel- 
man’s quarterly report last week: 
“Prices have already risen further 
in the three months since the 
original Price Control Act expired 
than they did in the previous 38 
months.” 

“There have been thousands of 
increases — thousands,” the OPA 
statistician said. “It would be very 
difficult to estimate the total.” 

The agency has emphasized that 
most of the price boosts it has 
announced resulted from terms of 
the new Price Control Act Con- 
gress passed after the original 
OPA statute expired June 30. 

Price Administrator Paul Porter 
says that in the peak war period 
there were between 100,000 and 
1,000,000 items under price control, 
depending on how you figure it. 

He said that roughly 20 per cent 
of the civilian output was free of 
controls at the «peak of the war 
and extending down to V-J day, 
adding that by the end of August 
1946 this had risen to about 40 per 
cent. ) 

Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
has a bill ready for introduction 
at the opening of the new Con- 
gress in January which would re- 
peal the Price Control Act.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP)—

In his weekly broadcast, Welles 


said it is “sure” that “the German 
officers who have been inculcated 
with the militaristic doctrines of 
Germany’s past will continue to 
plan and to prepare the way for a 
new war.” 

The verdict, he asserted, will be 
regarded by the masses of Ger- 
man people “as proof of their own 
contention that the General Staff 
is free from war guilt.” 

“They will continue to look to it 
as the agency which alone can re- 
constitute that great and powerful 
Germany capable of realizing the 
ultimate ambition of the Germans 
to conquer and rule the world,” 
Welles said. 

“None of us can afford to forget 
that during the past 50 years the 
German General Staff has actually 
been the decisive factor in the de- 
termination of German policy 
whether the government was that 
of the Kaiser, that of the short- 
lived Weimar Republic or that of 
Hitler.”

The coup, in which the Jews 
established 11 settlements in a 
dawn-to-dusk move yesterday, 
gave them some 25,000 acres 
marked for a British military zone 
under a plan drafted by Marshal 
Viscount Montgomery after his 
tour of the Middle East. 

The quasi-military operation of 
the Jews, the British conceded, 
crippled the so-called “Morrison 
plan,” calling for occupation of 
that region by the British army. 

(In London, a Colonial Office 
spokesman said the land “obvious- 
ly belongs to the Jews, and they 
are entitled to move in.”) 

Military quarters said air re- 
connaissance over the Negev area 
indicated that about 700 men and 
300 women of the Haganah organ- 
ization were there. 

About 200 trucks .were used to 
transport the settlers and their 
possessions. Jewish quarters said 
it would be difficult for the Army 
or Government to halt the estab- 
lishment of the settlements be- 
cause the land belongs to the 
Jewish National Fund and the 
Jewish Foundation Fund. 

A Jewish Agency spokesman 
said the project was designed to 
consolidate the Jewish position in 
Palestine. 

Other Jewish informants said 
Jewish leaders were planning to 
undertake “mass illegal immigra- 
tion” into Palestine.

Vinson Presides as Chief Justice—Black and 


Look at Each Other.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP) — 
The feud-torn Supreme Court, 
fully manned for the first time in 
more than*“a year, opened a new 
term today. , 

Justice Black and Justice Jack- 
son, principals in an inner court 
row that Jackson has termed no 
“mere personal vendetta,” did not 
look directly at each other. They 
sat four chairs apart in the places 
assigned to them by custom. 

Mrs. Harry Truman, wife of the 
President, and Mrs. Fred M. Vin- 
son, wife of the new Chief Justice, 
were among a large group of 
friends and high Government of- 
ficials who witnessed the brief 
ceremony, 

Vinson, who sat for the first 
time in the chair of the Chief Jus- 
tice, in the center of the high ma- 
hogany bench, stumbled almost 
imperceptibly as his foot touched 
the first step to the bench. Black 
touched his arm, as if to help him, 
but Vinson recovered himself 
quickly and did not lose balance. 

Jackson took the chair which 
was vacant for the last year while 
he acted as chief United States 
prosecutor at the Nuernberg trial. 

At Vinson’s right hand, in the 
chair of the senior court member, 
sat Black, appearing on the bench 
for the first time since Jackson 
assailed him for “bullying” tac- 
tics in a public statement at 
Nuernberg. He has not replied to 
Jackson’s charges. 


Black announced formally today 
the appointment of Vinson. 
Vinson, Black and Jackson 
smiled and. nodded to friends in 
the courtroom, as did several of 
the justices. 


Vinson displayed his customary 
calm, easy-going manner in pre- 
siding at his first Supreme Court 
session. He announced the death 
last August of James C. McRey- 
nolds, retired Supreme Court Jus- 
tice. He paid tribute to McRey- 
nolds as “a vigorous, capable, de- 
termined and forthright member” 
of the court whose death “brought 
to a close a distinguished career 
and a life of devotion to duty.” 
About 40 attorneys were ad- 
mitted to practice, some of them 
introduced by Attorney General 
Clark. A few motions were re 
ceived, and Vinson’s work in the 
open court was done for the day. 
During the admission of attor- 
neys, Jackson chatted and whis- 
pered with Justices Burton and 
Douglas.

Mexican Compromise 
Proposed Primary Nu- 
clear Plants in Interna.

NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (UP) — 
Scientists of the United Nations 
/.tomic Energy Commission re- 
portedly reacted coolly to a com- 
promise plan for world atomic 
control suggested by Luis Padilla 
Nervo of Mexico, 

The Mexican’s suggestion was 
handed to the commission's sci- 
entific and technical committee 
for an opinion of its scientific 
possibility before the political 
committee of the U.N. body con- 
siders its political aspects at a 
meeting tomorrow morning. 

In brief, Nervo had asked wheth- 
er it would be possible for inter- 
national control of two of the 
major processes required in the 
manufacture of atomic fuels to 
be applied, leaving to individual 
governments freedom to regulate 
the peaceful application of such 
nuclear fuels.

PARIS MISTAKES ARE WORSE 
THAN VERSAILLES, SMUTS SAYS 


DUBLIN, Oct. 7 (AP) — The 
Irish Independent quoted Field 
Marshal Jan Christiaan Smuts to- 
day as saying that the Paris peace 
conference had made greater mis- 
takes than the World War I Ver- 
sailles conference, but that “be- 
cause they are such bad mistakes 
they will eventually right them- 
selves.” 

In a rare interview in Paris, the 
South African Prime Minister, one 
of the last surviving Versailles 
peacemakers, was reported to have 
explained, “nature will eventually 
push out what is unnatural.” 
Smuts was quoted as ascribing 
“two fatal blur.ders” to Versailles 
—“fantastically high” reparations 
and “the impossible Danzig corri- 
dor’—and as saying, “I realize 
that the mistakes are greater this 
time.” His reply to the question 
of whether another war threat- 
ened was reported to be, “that is 
in the hands of the great powers 
only.”

W. AVERELL HARRIMAN SWORN 
AS SECRETARY OF COMMERCE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP)— 
W. Averell Harriman, tall and un- 
smiling, today was sworn in as 
Secretary of Commerce, succeed- 
ing Henry A. Wallace, who was 
ousted by President Truman in a 
dispute over foreign policy. 

Harriman, former ambassador 
to England, was flanked by other 
cabinet members or their repre- 
sentatives, while Chief Justice 
Fred M. Vinson administered the 
brief oath. Mrs. Harriman looked 
on. 

In a statement at his first press 
conference Harriman said the 
world is looking to the United 
States “for leadership in solving 
the economic as well as the poli- 
tical problems that face us all.” 

“Our basic problem now is to 
direct our abilities to production 
to meet the peacetime needs of 
all of our people, and, through 
trade and sound financial assis- 
tance, to enable the people of 
other countries to rebuild the 
disastrous destruction of the war, 
increase their standard of living, 
and thereby provide expanded 
markets for our products,” he 
said.

Bervice Center Using Radio, 
Newspapers, Churches in 
Search for Units. 


Fewer than 28 per cent of vet- 
erans applying for housing at the 
Veterans’ Service Center, Kiel 
Auditorium, were placed from 
Jan 1 through Sept. 30, it was re- 
ported today by William K. 
Moors, Center director. 

Reasons given by Moors for the 
low percentage of placements are 
the small number of housing 
units listed with the Center and 
the unsuitability for veteran occu- 
pancy of some of the units listed. 
Since Jan. 1, he said, 13,798 vet- 
erans have applied for housing. 
Housing for only 3814 has been 
found; there are still 9144 vet- 
erans on the active list of vet- 
erans seeking homes. 

Although 39 per cent of the vet- 
erans applying for housing had 
children, 79 per cent of the land- 
lords who listed housing units 
with the Center said they would 
not accept children. 

The Veterans’ Center is making 
considerable effort to increase 
listings of housing units for vet- 
erans, Moors reported that radio 
announcements, newspaper arti- 
cles and appeals through churches 
are being used in the campaign.

EARLY INCREASE EXPECTED 
IN RETAIL CIGARETTE PRICES 


Cigarette smokers wil soon find 
their favorite brands have _ in- 
creased to 19 cents a package, lo- 
cal jobbers said today as the re- 
sult of a price increase announced 
by American Tobacco Co., manu- 
facturers of Lucky Strike ciga- 
rettes, and Philip Morris & Co., 
Ltd. The 19 cents includes a 
two-cent city tax. 

The increase will add* approxi- 
mately one-half cent a package to 
the wholesale prices paid to job- 
bers by retailers, who are expected 
to raise the cost to the consumer 
a full cent. Retailers absorbed a 
one half-cent -increase granted 
manufacturers last April by OPA.

FLORIDA WEST COAST 


Evacuation of Beaches Urged 
—$150,000,000 Citrus 


Crop Endangered. 

MIAMI, Fila., Oct. 7 (AP) - 
Storm forecasters urged the 
evacuation of Florida west coast 
beaches today as a hurricane w.th 
winds upward of 100 miles an 
hour bored through the gulf of 
Mexi¢o and jeopardized the state’s 
$150,000,000 record citrus crop. 

W. O. Johnson, storm forecaster, 
said indications were that 
the center of the storm would 
strike inland between Sarasota 
and Tarpon Springs, probably in 
the Tampa bay aree. 


(Later, the United Press report- 
ed, hurricane warnings were ex- 
tended to Florida’s east coast and 
storm warnings posted as far 
north as Cape Hatteras, N.C. 
Pilots who flew into the storm re- 
ported winds up to 125 miles an 
hour.)

Discarded Versgion’s Charges. 

The discarded version charges 
that “leftists” largely control 
American movies and the theater; 
that many radio commentators 
disparage America and _ glorify 
Marxist doctrine; that a “large 
percentage of news writers are 
leftists, in bond to the CIO’s Com- 
munist-tinged Newspaper Guild” 
and that there even are leftists 
among business men. 

The same version set up a 
seven-point program, which in- 

cluded “restoring constitutional 
government to America,” limiting 
the period a President may hold 
office, and restoring all the 
American rights and _ virtues 
which American Action seems 
to think no longer exist. 

Whether significant or not, the 
first pamphlet has a 3x5-inch pic- 
ture of the Statue of Liberty on 
the front cover. In the second 
version Liberty has been moved 
to the back cover and occupies a 
space about an inch square. 

The organization was started in 
the summer of 1945. The first ma- 
jor conference was held secretly 
in Chicago in July of that year. 
Another was held in Los Angeles 
and a third at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel in New York. 

Several prominent financial sup- 
porters of the Republican party 
are reported to have been pres- 
ent at these conferences, and it is 
said that $205,000 was pledged at 
the first meeting. 

Among the specific objectives

today to allow 22 witnesses to 
testify today for Archbishop 
Alojzijec Stepinac, head of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church in Yugo- 
Slavia, over strenuous opposition 
of the prosecution, Fourteen 
others were barred. 

The Archbishop is on trial for 
his life, accused of war crimes 
and collaboration with the puppet 
rule of Dr. Ante Pavelic in Cro- 
atia. 

After the court blocked prose- 
cution efforts to bar the testimony 
of all defense witnesses as “blas- 
phemy,” the defense offered testi- 
mony that Archbishop Stepinac 
had attacked “forceful leaders” of 
the puppet government in speeches 
and had protested to Pavelic over 
crimes committed by Pavelic’s 
Ustachi, a terrorist organization. 
Documents were represented also 
to show the Archbishop opposed 
mass conversion of members. of 
the Orthodox Church to the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. 

The court did not say why it 
refused to hear 14 of the defense 
witnesses. It listened to 80 for 
the prosecution earlier in the trial. 

Ivo Politeo, chief defense lawyer, 
told the court the Archbishop 
gave orders that no distinction 
was to be made between races. He 
contended Archbishop Stepinac en- 
gaged in no political work. 

He contended that a purported 
copy of the Archbishop’s reports, 
which the _ prosecution § alleged 
was sent to Rome in 1943, was 
false and unsigned. 

Natko Katicich, another defense 
lawyer, presented documents 
showing the Archbishop was ac- 
tive in obtaining freedom for 
many Serbs from concentration 
camps. 

Six priests testified that they 
had been ordered to refrain from 
political activities. 

In the prosecution’s attempt to 
bar all defense witnesses, Prose- 
cutor Jacov Blazevic told the 
court: 


“We can’t permit the blasphemy

‘Only F riendly Tribesman, 
General’s Aide Ad- 
mitted to Area Where 

Chinese Plane Fell. 


CHUNGKING, Oct. 7 (AP) — 
A friendly Lolo tribesman and a 
Chinese general's aide—the only 
two permitted by hostile natives 
to pass—were searching the wilds 
of western China today for an 
American pilot and 31 other per- 
sons reported held by Lolos since 
their Chinese airliner crashed 


Sept. 20. 

Rifle fire drove off one search 
plane carrying a professional para- 
chutist. He had hoped to sight 
the wreckage and jump in an 
effort to aid the occupants of the 
crashed plane who, it was re 
ported, kept Lolos at bay for a 
time with sidearms, 

The airliner crashed 60 miles 
south of Sichang, in the same gen- 
eral area in which the United 
States Army Graves Registration 
Service is making its own search 
for five United States Army Air 
Forces crewmen believed captives 
of the Lolos for more than two 
years.

“Inside the plane, guns were open- 
ing fire. 

“I, my humble self, already have 
granted a heavy reward and sent 
Wang Ching-chung (a Chinese) 
together with Mock Kwei-anhu, 
a Lolo, to investigate. 


“I, my humble self, have tried 
to get the Lolos to proceed to 
rescue our endangered country- 
men, but I have not much money 
in hand. Please transmit word 
to the Chinese National Aviation 
Corp. and family members to 
bring medical aid, food, clothing, 
and hurry here quick.” 

(In Pasadena, Calif., Mrs. Vera 
J. Longbotham, the pilot’s mother, 
said she had been notified he was 
“safe and unharmed” after a 
forced landing, the United Press 
reported. She said a letter from 
the New York office of the air- 
line reported that the plane was 
found six days after it landed and 
that the plane and passengers 
were safe and unhurt.) 

Lin Yue-hwa, writing in the 
journal of the West China Border 
Research Society of an expedition 
into Lololand in 1943, describes 
the Lolos as a feuding people who 
raid nearby Chinese areas to ob- 
tain slaves, 

“Malaria was a universal illness 
among the Lolos,” Lin writes. 
“Many unknown contagious dis- 
eases infest the area. The Lolos 
believe in no medicines but per- 
form rites to ward off evil spirits.” 

Lin compares the Lolo fighting 
with that of Bedouins on Arabian 
plains and the Indians of North 
America. 

He says the Lolos probably are 
descendants of Tsouan barbarians 
of the Fifth Century called Lulus. 
Both the men and women drink 


lalcohol, live by agriculture and 


hunt and eat field rats.

“It resulted in price increases 
throughout industry which have 
caused a rapid increase in the 
cost of living. ... This drastic 
living cost need not have oc- 
curred if the President’s wise 
wage policy of Aug. 18 had been 
observed and if he had insisted 
that it remain in effect. Those 
unions which broke price ceilings 
to get 18% cents followed a short- 
sighted policy.”

vene tradition of celebrating the 
grape harvest, 
| Rocks, smoke bombs and other 
missiles were thrown at the dem- 
onstrators in the worst display of 
violence in the Gorizia area since 
Aug. 9, when at least 30 persons 
‘were injured during a pro-Italian 
demonstration. 

For a week prior to the celebra- 
tion all demonstrations had been 
barred to decrease the danger of 
disorders. 

The disturbance was preceded 
by explosions which blew up 


‘tracks on the Trieste-Gorizia rail- 


way over which the participants 
in the festival were to travel. 

The disorders in Gorizia began 

when several floats appeared in a 
- parade illustrating “the sufferings 
of the Slovene people during the 
war.” One, depicting a Slovene be- 
ing hanged by two German SS. 
men, was greeted with Fascist sa- 
lutes, catcalls and jeers. This in- 
cident was ignored by the 2000 
paraders. 
' Five marchers were struck down 
by missiles, but the parade, which 
was protected by the Allied-or- 
ganized Venezia Giulia civil po- 
lice as well as military police of 
the American 88th Division, com- 
pleted its scheduled route. 

Further disorders occurred later 
when 10 or more paraders who 
entered the Italian section were 
ee. Six required hospitaliza- 

on. 

Later police reported they had 
arrested 17 persons in the act of 
throwing missiles at the march- 
ers. 

Gorizia is on the Italian side of 
the proposed “French line” sepa- 
rating Italy from Yugoslavia.

TOKYO, Oct. 7 (AP)—A revised 
“anti-war” constitution outlawing 
the maintenance of armed forces, 
drastically curtailing the Emper- 
or’s political powers and granting 
the people a specific bill of rights 
was accepted by the House of 


Representatives today. 

The vote was 342 to 5, four Com- 

munists and one independent dis- 
senting. . 
This means the cabinet.of Shi- 
geru Yoshida will resign within 
six months after promulgation of 
the constitution and the House of 
Peers will disappear at end of the 
current extraordinary session. 

The new document was prepared 


under Ainerican guidance. 

No major objections developed 
during three months’ continuous 
debate on the fundamvntal points 
of outlawing war, lessening the 
Emperor’s position and legally 
specifying the people’s rights. Ac- 
ceptance of the constitution had 
been assured by strong support 
voiced by Gen, Douglas MacAr- 
thur and the Emperor himself. 

Basis for Opposition. 
The Communists’ consistently 
opposed the constitution on the 
ground that it left the Emperor 
too much power, and that it was 
imposed from the top and did not 
come from the people. 
General questioning in the Diet 
disclosed Japanese hopes that the 
document would permit the con- 
tinuance of the Emperor as a 
“symbol” of state, that it would 
not eliminate Japan's family sys- 
tem or other “traditional cultural 
heritages,” and that Japan would 
be protected adequately in the 
event of any future conflict. 
Debates reflected the general 
belief that the United States would 
defend Japan. 
At the outset of their discus- 
sions on the war renunciation 
clause, the Japanese took pride in 
the fact that theirs would be the 
first national charter prohibiting 
armed forces. But later interna- 
tional quarrels increased their ap- 
prehension, and toward the end of 
the discussion speakers were look- 
ing abroad for protection. 
High Government officials have 
expressed the opinion the consti- 
tution approaches the ideal of 
placing the Emperor in a position 
imilar to that of the, British King.

Andrew Brinkley, a leading fig- 
ure in the notorious Melendes 
case, was sentenced to 10 years 
in the state penitentiary today on 
his plea of guilty to a reduced 
charge of manslaughter in the 
fatal beating in September 1943 
of Pvt. Gloid Parker of Jefferson 
Barracks.

Parker died of a fractured skull 
received in a fight with Brinkley 
in front of a rooming house at 
3837 Washington boulevard. Earli- 
er, Brinkley was a state witness 
in several investigations of the 
death of Edward Melendes, who 
died in a police cell after a severe 
beating on July 27, 1942, Brinkley 
has been in city jail since his 
case was remanded.

During the busy 13 months that 
have gone by since Japan surren- 
dered, the whole country has been 
concentrating on getting civilian 
production into high gear again. 
By and large, the country has 
done a remarkably good job. ° 

The proof that the country has 
done a good job is right on the 
record, plain for anybody to read. 
Civilian employment today is at an 
all-time high during either war or 
peace. Only about two million of 
our 60 million civilian labor force 
are unemployed. Income payments 
to individuals are at the highest 
rate ever and so are business 
profits after taxes. 


“Since all this is true,” I hear 
somebody ask, “what are we 
worrying about?” Why are busi- 
ness men behaving with such 
caution? Why are labor leaders 
apprehensive? Why has the 
stock market taken a number of 

' dips? 

For the answer I'd like to get 
back to my text: Sustained high- 
level production can come only 
as the result of sustained high 
demand, The question many of 
Us are asking ourselves these 
days is, “Will demand remain 
high; will it be sufficient to 
absorb the huge flow of finished 
g00ds we are going to get very 
soon?” 

Today we are producing food, 
clothing, washing machines, elec- 
tric irons, vacuum cleaners, and 

many other consumer goods at 
rates far above those’ ever 
achieved before—in war or peace. 
Tle production of such things as 
houses, automobiles ang refriger- 
ators is increasing monthly, and 
should reach capacity levels some 
time in 1947. 
Next Problem: Consumer Demand. 

The task that faced us at the 
end of the war was the turn- 
around from war goods to peace 
goods—setting up new assembly 
lines and organizing the flow of 
parts and materials. Then came 
the task of production—increasing 
the output of finished civilian 
goods. The first task is practically 
finished, although some shortages 
are going to plague us for a good 
' while to come.

“Planned rates of production and 


finished goods really start rolling 
—the problem of consumer de- 
mand. Will Americans buy auto- 


mobiles, houses and refrigerators 
when these are available ag eager- 
ly as they currently are buying 
food, clothing and consumer serv- 
ices? In other words, will total 
demand slacken off in relation to 
supply, or will it keep up with pro- 
duction? 


Recent hesitation in the busi- 
ness world has been ascribed to 
international tension, to fear of 
another round of wage demands, 
to worries over trends in corpora- 
tion profits—especially the profits 
of the railroads, and to concern 
over inflation. I'd like to add 
another reason: concern over fu- 
ture consumer demand. 


The Real Production Ceiling. 


Some business men still feel dis- 
couraged about lags in produc- 
tion, This is partly because there 
has been one delay after another 
due to parts shortages, skilled 
labor shortages, or labor-manage- 
ment disputes, It is also because 
many business men and investors 
got ahead of themselves in an- 
ticipating reconversion and under- 
estimated the size of the task. 
But many other business men, I 
am sure, feel uncertain about 
what the demand for the products 
will be six months or a year 
from now. 

The present rate of produc- 
tion is based in part on a back- 
log of demand for goods that 
were not produced during the 
war. But it is also based on 
higher employment and larger 
total income than ever before. 
Only our physical capacity to 
consume puts the real ceiling on 
our business market. 

A man can only eat so much,

Possible Use of Transpolar Path 2 
In War Demonstrated by Army

The Pacusan Dreamboat, they 
explained, was not “combat con- 
ditioned.” Its 38% tons of fuel 
would have allowed for no arma- 
ment or bombs, certainly not a 
package simulating the size of an 
atomic bomb. 


Although it was not a tactical 
mission, it did afford a chance to 
try out the polar route theory 
emphasized in recent months by 
high ranking air officers, includ- 
ing Spaatz. 

These airmen have been inter- 
ested in the route’s possibilities 
not only for present-day aircraft 
but future super-range guided 
missiles. However, their concern 
today is with existing or immedi- 
ately projected aircraft, the 
weapons with which any war in 
the near future probably would be 
fought. They note that the route 
can be just as feasible for troop-

Archbishop Stepinac, 48-year- 
old head of the Roman Catholic 
church in Yugoslavia, is on trial 
on charges of collaboration with 
the Germans and the terrorist 
Ustashi organization of the Croa- 
tian pupper. regime. Prosecution 
witnesses testified yesterday that 
Catholic priests armed with pis- 
tols set out to convert orthodox 
Serbs. 

The Pope, to “document proper- 
ly” his denial, cited an aide 
memoire delivered Jan, 25, 1942, 
by the Vatican secretariat of state 
to the Yugoslav delegation to the 
Holy See. 

He said the aide memoire was 
prompted by an inquiry from the 
legation about the many conver- 
sions to Catholicism of “Croat 
dissidents” in Yugoslavia.

For a Review of Bases * 


An air base agreement with Iceland, which has 


every appearance of being satisfactory both to 


the United States and the small North Atlantic 
island, has been ratified by the Icelandic Parlia- 
ment. All American military personnel will leave 
in six months, their places to be filled by United 
States civilian personnel. Our military planes, 
as well as civilian commercial aircraft, will be au- 
‘thorized to use the base. Chief opposition to 
the agreement, which was approved 32 to 19, 
came from 10 Communist members. 

This is a reminder that the base question is 
still open in Panama where the stake of the 
United States is much greater than in Iceland. 
Early in the war, when it became necessary to 
take every possible precaution in the defense of 
the Panama Canal, the United States and the Re- 
public of Panama entered into an agreement 
whereby this country set up 83 bases on soil of 
Panama. All but 11 of these have been returned. 
Even so, the United States was recently accused 
of “imperialistic tactics” by a Panamanian Dep- 
uty. After his intense appeal, his chamber asked 
for immediate return of the handful of bases 
remaining in United States hands. 

This question of Panama bases needs to be dis- 
cussed afresh by both countries and the agree- 
ment renegotiated. It is to the interest of Pana- 
ma no less than the United States that the 
changed climate of international relations be 
taken into full account. 

The contention of the Panama Assembly that 


V-J day represented a peace covenant and that- 


the limit of one year for use has been passed is 
hardly tenable. Shooting stopped on V-J day, 
but no final settlement was made. The Peace 
Conference is only now drawing covenants with 
Italy and the German satellites. Many wartime 
laws are still in force in the United States. We 
have not yet recognized the end of the war, and 
for the express purpose of being able to deal 
with the still-present emergency. 

Fortunately, the Government of Panama has 
said that it would be willing to review the base 
question. Our envoy, Gen. Frank T. Hines, should 
make the most of the opportunity. Obviously, we 
do not now need all we once had, but a few 
could be key spots in hemispheric defense. 

It takes only a backward look to see how our 
handling of our wartime defense bases in Pan- 
ama contrasts with the establishment of the Re- 
public of. Panama in the first place. When 
Colombia objected to the canal zone treaty pro- 
posed by the Theodore Roosevelt administra- 
tion, the Panama area was induced to secede 
(1903). The néw Government was at once recog- 
nized by the United States and within a month 
it negotiated the treaty which Colombia had re- 
jected. The first Roosevelt was blunt enough 
about it. “I took the canal zone,” he later said, 
“and let Congress debate.” 

Out of this imperialistic episode came 
charges of falsehood against Roosevelt by the 
New York World and the Government’s counter 
libel suit against Joseph Pulitzer and two of the 
World’s editors. The suit was dropped, but in 
1921, in the Harding administration, a treaty 
authorizing the payment of $25,000,000 in dam- 
ages to Colombia was ratified by the Senate. 

But the question of future military bases is 
not limited to Panama: Global war required the 
United , States to work out airfield and other 
military base agreements with countries around 
the world. There was a time when the Army's 
Air Transport Command started planes on the 
Atlantic Coast, crossed over to Europe and Af- 
rica by at least three routes, and proceeding 
east, crossed India and the. Far East and re- 
turned to the United States via the Pacific. 

One of the notable engineering achievements 
of the war was the construction of the Army 
airbase on the Ascension Island in the South At- 
lantic between Brazil and Liberia. The British, 
who own the island, said it ‘would take three 
years to build an airfield on the volcanic pile. 
Nine months after first supplies were unloaded 
the first plane set its wheels down on the run- 
way. Thousands of men and thousands of tons 
of materials were flown that way to the fronts. 

On the Azores, in the Pacific, in Arabia, in 
Egypt, in Morocco—in many other places are 
airfields and defense bases built with American 
funds to help win World War II. Obviously, not 
all should be held. It would be a mistake to 
try to keep them all, even if the nations which 
agreed to their construction desired it. But each 
one which is still in our hands should be re- 
viewed and considered on its merits, in the light 
of the post-war world. : 

It would be folly and waste to do less. 
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The New Yorker Started Something 


When the New Yorker did the brilliant jour- 
nalistic service of devoting one entire issue to 
John Hersey’s report on what happened at 
Hiroshima, it started something. Now comes the 
Book-of-the-Month Club, through its president, 
Harry Scherman, to say: 

We have decided to give “Hiroshima” to our 
members, instead of selling it because we 
know we can distribute many more copies 
that way, and we want to do our part in giv- 
ing this book the widest possible dissemina- 

on, 

If the lackadaisical public is not finally 
aroused to the dangers of atomic warfare, it 
will not be for lack of some earnest efforts to 
bring these dangers to its notice. 
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Hoodwink, Cajole, Etc. 

American Action, Inc., seems to think that now 
is the time for all good men to drag out a thick 
wide brush and paint the political opposition 
Red. A Washington dispatch from Edward A. 
Harris says this new organization warns us all 
of serfdom if an “organized majority can hood- 
wink, cajole, mislead, promise and drive enough 
voters” the wrong way, namely, to the left. 

Probably something like American Action was 
inevitable, as an organized reply from far on the 
other side of the political fence to labor's PAC. 
And American Action seems well organized, with 
a reported war chest of $750,000. Mr. Harris 
says the group is something like the old Liberty 
League and America First. It is “for America,” 
and for Congressman Clare Hoffman of Michi- 
gan, Senator William Langer of North Dakota 
and John W. Bricker for President. 

In order to push this exemplary slate, Ameri- 
can Action represents itself as the chief defense- 
against a “Socialist-Communist state.” So it 
charges that “you and your children will not 
only be on the road to serfdom, you will be at 
the very gates of servitude” unless, presumably, 
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it’s Hoffman, Langer, Bricker and American ‘Ate 
tion. 

“Hoodwink, cajole, mislead, promise and 
drive,” say these checkbook patriots, Can't they 
hear the echo? 


ICC Safety or None 


An Illinois grand jury which investigated the 
recent Naperville train wreck did an excellent 
job. Findjng no basis for personal indictments 
in the mass of possible causes, it used the op- 
portunity to recommend safety measures which 
could have averted the disaster. Wider spacing 
between fast trains, brake tests before all runs, 
radar or other automatic train controls, two-way 
radio on passenger trains are the main ones. 

However, the grand jury was impotent except 
as an organ of opinion. It could only convey 
its recommendations to the Illinois Commerce 
Commission. But the commission is impotent 
in turn, for the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion’s jurisdiction in safety, as in other major 
regulatory matters, is overriding. 

Federal laws say so, and the courts have sus- 
tained them. The states cannot effectively re- 
quire more advanced rules and devices than those 
prescribed by the ICC, on the theory that to do 
so would inevitably interfere with interstate com- 
merce. 

States which once maintained safety rules and 
inspections—on air brakes and locomotive head- 
lights, for example—have necessarily yielded the 
field to the ICC. Hence about all the state com- 
missions can now doefor safety is to submit their 
own recommendations to the Federal agency. 
Safety on the rails must come from the ICC cr 
not at all. , 

That leaves the ICC under a grave obligation 
to act for the protection of passengers, shippers 
and train crews, for the Naperville collision and 
too many other avoidable disasters show that its 
present rules are not strong enough. The ICC 
has repeatedly spoken with favor of the meas- 
ures recommended by the Illinois grand jury 
and various others. But its wishes have too often 
taken the form of mere recommendations, which 
the railroads have frequently ignored. 

It is obviously time for a new and higher level 
of minimum safety requirements by ICC order. 
It is encouraging that ICC’s current inquiry, in- 
cluding the Cincinnati hearing last week, is ad- 
dressed to exactly that possibllity. 
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New Career for Missouri Mules? 

In answer to charges that Tito’s army is tak- 
ing over UNRRA mules sent for rehabilitation 
uses, Director-General Fiorello H. LaGuardia 
suggests that the Yugoslavs have been trading 
the beasts among themselves for breeding pur- 
poses. 

That is interesting, especially so in Missourt, 
U.S.A., which has certain genetic and pecuniary 
and sentimental interests in the mule. For, ac- 
cording to Missouri's experience, the mule does 
not beget. He is too much the unique work of 
art for that; he must be created anew, out of 
the gentle mare by the jackass, each generation. 
So Missouri finds, and Missouri mules are pro- 
verbial. 

Of course, something in Yugoslavia may endow 
the mule with powers which we in Missouri 
know not of—perhaps the water, or the special 
Titoesque species of democracy. But here is a 
subject on which Missouri really will have to be 
shown. 
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Let the Public Speak 


The adjourned Seventy-ninth Congress left a 
large legacy of desirable legislation for its suc- 
cessor to consider and high on that list is the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill with its broad pro- 
visions for medical care. That bill still lies in 
committee, unreported. 

From the day Senator Wagner began talking 
health and medical care for all, the American 
Medical Association and kindred groups unfurled 
the banners and released the cries of “social- 
ized medicine,” “Communism” and “dictatorship.” 
The National Physicians Committee for the Ex- 
tension of Medical Care, whose financial back- 
ing comes from industry as well as doctors, took 
up the cudgels for the doctors’ choice—insurance 
plans run by private groups. 

The folly of denouncing a medical and health 
care plan sponsored by the Government and 
supported by taxation is made patent by an ar- 
ticle in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. Compar- 
ing the proposed Wagner-Murray-Dingell plan 
with existing plans in England and Russia, the 
article indicates the relatively conservative char- 
acter of the bill ducked by the last Congress. Al- 
though the British medical profession railed at 
the thought of Government-sponsored medicine, 
it should be noted it was not the Labor Govern- 
ment, but Winston Churchill's coalition Govern- 
ment, which first initiated the present program 
in Britain. 

At this stage, the citizen has a role to play. 
If he wants a vigorous medical and health pro- 
gram working in his interest and not the in- 
terests of others, whether they be insurance com- 
panies or physicians, he must make his desires 
known. The Eightieth Congress will not be able 
to keep the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill or its 
successor on the shelf if many voices are heard 
from all sides at Washington. 
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A Dream of Fair Pacusa 

The name of the Pacusan Dreamboat, which 
has completed its epochal flight from Honolulu 
to Cairo, must have been a rare pleasure to 
everyone who has ever dreamed of the delightful 
country of Pacusa, and they are as numerous 
as the sheep of the difficult dozer. 

Pacusa, more exotic than Persia, sweeter and 
more familiar than Tibet, a little more languor- 
ous than the South Seas, a couple of karats up 
on the Golden Road to Samarkand—ah, Pacusa 
the enchanted! To whom does it not seem that 
he has dreamed of it, the very name being the 
tinkle of music and the brush of a soft breeze 
and the striking of the hour of contentment. 

From these pleasant bemusings the awaken- 
ing is rude.

The present world series is like the first 
world series, played in 1903, in that the 
Boston team of the American League is 
in it. That team was then called, not the 
Red Sox, but the “Beaneaters.” It won the 
1903 series. 


The National League, organized in 1876, 
was for a long time the only major league 
in baseball. The American League was 


formed to challenge it in 1899, establishing ~ 


clubs in six of the eight National League 
cities. For several years the two leagues 
raided each other's clubs for players. 


In 1903, peace was established: a na- 
tional commission was created to control 
baseball; a series was arranged between 
the winners in each league to decide the 
baseball championship of the world. (In 
the following year, the National League 
winners, New York, refused to play the 
American League winners, again Boston; 
the world series was resumed in 1905.) 


The players in 1903 seemed to be all of 
what the late Adolf Hitler called “Nordic” 
stock, if that would include the Irish also. 
There were no names like DiMaggio, Met- 
kovich, Pellagrini, Ryba, Gonzalez, Dusak. 
Garagiola, Grodzicki, Kurowski, Sessi, Fu- 
rillo, Hermanski, Lavagetto, Lombardi, 
Miksis, Ramazzotti, Tepsic. Two umpires 
officiated in the 1903 world series—O’Day 
and Connolly, 


No Women Were Present 


In 1903, Boston had won easily in the 
American League with a final percentage 
of .660. Pittsburg (the name was then 
spelled without an “h’”’ at the end) had 
won just as easily in the National League, 
with a .650 percentage, The Pittsburg man- 
ager was Fred Clarke, who played left field 
and batted second; the Boston manager 
was “Jimmie” Collins, who played third 
base, and also batted second. 


Each team had an outstanding player of 
all time. “Hans” Wagner was shortstop 
for Pittsburg; he had led the National 
League in batting that year with .362, but 
was to hit only .214 in the series. “Cy” 
Young was the mainstay of the Boston 
pitching staff. 

The 1903 series was for five games out 
of nine; betting was even when it began, 
It opened in Boston, and Pittsburg won by 
7 to 3, with Phillippe and Young the pitch- 


ers—in fact, with rain and railroad travel 
causing delays, these two did most of the 
pitching in the entire series. Admission in 
Boston was 50 cents for the bleachers, $1.00 
for the grandstand: in Pittsburg, 50 cents 
for the bleachers, 75 cents for the grand- 
stand, $1.00 for box seats. 

A photograph of the grandstand at the 
first game showed most of the men wear- 
ing derby hats, also “handlebar” mustaches 
extending to points due south of the ears. 
No women seemed to be present. Of course, 
no games were played on Sundays. 


The Utmost Jubilation 


The series created little interest except 
in the two cities in which it was played. 
The New York Times gave each game 
about four inches of space, with headlines 
like “Baseball for Championship.” 


The attendance averaged 18,000 tn each 
city, except for the last game, when threat- 
ening weather cut down the figure to 7500. 
Boston won the second game, Pittsburg the 
next two, Boston the next four, 

The newspaper accounts seem incredibly 
stilted today. How would you like to read 
about the 1946 series in language like the 
following? (No, it is not from the scholarly 
Boston Transcript of that era.)

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The Return of Some Natives

Seventy native sons of Kansas City found 
the going tricky on a tour of the Missouri 
reaches that take in the southeast quarter 
of their “Greater City,” or metropolitan 
area. They admitted on their safe return 
to the built-up section of the home of their 
childhood that they had lost themselves 
three times on a nostalgic round of vari- 
ous points of interest.

Charles Jackson, who jumped to famed 
with his first novel, “The Lost Weekend,*_ 
has issued a second, This is an exciting fact 
in itself — because “The Lost Weekend” 
was a new thing. That kind of minute de 
scription of the terrors and despair of the 
alcoholic Don Birnam had just. n®ver been " 
done before. And now, using the same 
technique — the probing, by an almost 
dreary repetition, so deeply into the self 
of a man that he stands before the reader 
valorless, uncontrolled, freed even from the 
craft of the omnipresent ego—Mr. Jackson 
has produced another new thing. 

“It is a thing most sorrowful — nay, 
shocking—to expose the fall of valor in the 
soul,” This quotation from Melville gives 
Jackson the painful essence of his narra- 
tive. It is, however, a narrative unfulfilled.” 
There are tremendous possibilities here, but» 
because of the artless repetitions and the 
very real lack of proportion in the devel-_ 
opment of his hero, the narrative just 
doesn't hold together.

Jackson .divides his book into the tightly 
organized Aristotelian beginning, middie. 
and end, but it is only an organizatjonal* 
device, In reality, the reader is entirely un- 
prepared for the end, and the surprise of 
it becomes mere sensation, a cheap device 
from one who is so uniquely gifted, who 
remains a writer with an uncanny and» 
bold psychological tnsight. 

The story itself is peculiar to these war 
years. John Grandin, a professor of liter- 
ature, is overwrought because his age pre- 
vents him from being in the fight, and he 
begins to see in the young soldiers about 
him the beautiful blond athletes of ancient 
Greece, The theme of youth and war takes 
possession of him to the point of morbidity, 
so that his very marriage is shaken by it. 
Indeed, he finds himself tn the strangely” 
anomalous position of being a man in love 
with his wife but having no desire to per- 
form his marital duties, 

* - 7 7 

His wife Ethel and he silently conspire to 
find out why the marriage has become so 
arid. They therefore go away for a two- 
week vacation in Nantucket at a time when 
the moon is full and-love making a prom- 
ise. Unfortunately, a Marine captain, Cliff. 
Hauman, who is the very image of a Greek 
Hero, appears, and John is even more com-* 
pletely overwhelmed by the problem of 
youth and war, Now, however, he is over- 
whelmed by his sudden recognition of what, 
was before only a “nameless apprehension,” 
and his discovery catapults him into ruim 
He becomes another Don Birnam, a valor- 
ruined man. 

Yes, there ts excitement, suspense, sure 
prise, but the denouement is only as con- 
vincing as that of a detective novel in’ 
which pertinent clews can be found only” 
in retrospect. The reader is tantalized 
when he puts the book down after a fever-" 
ish reading—if only the author had fully” 
embodied the cowardice of John Grandin’s

Internal Disorder Danger to Peace 


Returning home from Paris, I 
feel that Americans have not yet 
realized that most of the cur- 
rent war scare now raging is bad 
judgment though some of it may 
be “planned hysteria.” 


In my judgment the real dan- 
ger of a Russo-American con- 
flict does not lie in our monoply 
of the atomic bomb, still less in 
the discords of the Paris Confer- 
ence. The danger does not reside 
in the far more important clashes 
over Germany and China. Soviet 
imperialism, the flouting of the 
Yalta and Potsdam agreements, 
the mistreatment of the subjugated 
peoples behind the Iron Curtain, 
the arrogant threats against 
Turkey, do not really contain the 
danger of a new war—provided 
they are stood up to. 


Danger in Weakness. 


The real danger of war lay—and 
lies—in the weakness of the de- 
mocracies and principally of the 
United States. For it is the nature 
of the Soviet system and of Rus- 
sians to expand wherever and as 
far as they can without serious 
difficulty. So long as Washington 
and London said yes to every new 
Soviet claim, the danger of war 
was large. 

Democracies always seek to 
avoid conflict by concessions up 
to the point where they despair 
of that system. At this moment 
they turn tough—tougher than 
any autocracy can hope to be. 
Hitler found this out when, having 
been permitted to get away with 
murder in the Rhineland, in Aus- 
tria and in Czechoslovakia, he 
suddenly got a declaration of war 
from Britain and France over his 
relatively harmless grab for 


Danzig. 

Something like that would prob- 
ably have happened had further 
Soviet claims been granted. With 
each new concession the Russians 
would have become more arro- 
gant. Since they are notoriously 
bad judges of foreign peoples, 
when they finally met a refusal 
they would have endeavored to 
' ride over it and the democracies 
would have countered by a sock 
to the Soviet jaw. War would 
have followed. 


Halting ‘Soviet Blight.’ 


The Truman-Byrnes policy of 
refusing to countenance further 
Soviet imperialism is not only 
protecting other peoples from 
what they politely term “the So- 
viet blight,” it is reducing the dan- 
ger of a new conflict. The send- 
ing of a naval squadron to the 
Dardanelles was wise statesman- 
ship. So is our championing of 
the United Nations charter, our 
réfusal to be intimidated at Paris, 
our insistence that the Yugoslavs 
cease murdering our aviators, our 
blunt statements that further 
Russian encroachments on the 
non-Russian world will mean 
trouble. 

For by these acts we not only 
act strongly but what is equally 
important, we look strong. 

That is why it is so depressing 


to return to the United States 
from abroad at the present time. 
In Germany, at Trieste, at the 
Dardanelles, in China, the United 
States gives the impression of a 
mature and immensely powerful 
country. 


At home, the American picture 
looks different. Here the great- 
est productive machinery of all 
time seems to be missing on all 
cylinders. The industry’ that 
snowed the arrogant Germans un- 
der has not been able to get back 
into peace-time stride, Crippled 
by strikes, firms are closing down. 
Prices are absurdly high and 
greed is growing. 


Domestic Blunders. 


Rightly or wrongly, the people 
who held the line fairly well dur- 
ing the war seem to have blun- 
dered into the spiral of inflation 
—rising prices, strikes, higher 
wages, higher prices—and s0 on 
until production either catches up 
with consumption or drastic meas- 
ures are taken. ' 

In the midst of this, a stock 
market slump almost without 
precedent, though not without 
beneficial effects, seems almost 
bound to continue, 

The Administration is almost 
universally accused of weakness 
and of making decisions it cannot 
enforce, What is worse, the 
country seems threatened with a 
Republican Congress under a 
Democratic President, a peculiar- 
ly American form of political im- 
potence, Diseases like the Ku 
Klux Klan, political strikes, Com- 
munist congpiracies to control 
unions, rea®&tionary fixations in 
the minds of certain employers— 
these give an impression not of 
a victorious nation going forward 
to ever new spiritual conquests 
but of a society in dissolution. It 
was out of a situation that looked 
like this that Fascism sprang up 
in Italy after the last war, 


Illusion of Decadence. 


As Americans we may or may 
not be overly depressed. Frousi- 
ness around the edges is char- 
acteristic of great democracies 
and certainly does not prove that 
the fabric is unsound in the 
middle, 

But to the Russians—it may 
be well to remember—the stock 
exchange crash and the silent 
New York waterfront do not just 
mean the readjustment pains of a 
victorious democracy. They mean 
the dissolution of an outworn eco- 
nomic system, namely, capitalism 
itself, Such a dissolution—as pro- 
spected by Marxian determinists— 
is mortal weakness. 

Therefore the danger that the 
Soviet leaders—like the Nazis be- 
fore them—may feel that toward 
decadent democracies, audacity is 
not ony licit but laudable. 

Perhaps those American pres- 
sure groups whose claims, legiti- 
mate or not, are partly responsible 
for our present dismay, would 
think twice if they realized that 


they are contributing notably to 
the chances of a new war.

N every session a certain number of screwball bills get dumped 


These are often measures put in 


as a gesture to pacify some organization or pressure group, with 


no expectation that they will ever be seriously considered. 


At first glance, a proposal that 


died with the 79th Congress has 
the look of a bit of whimsy. But 
in the fantastic time in which we 
are living, this proposal may be- 
fore too long come to seem merely 
elementary common sense. 

The resolution introduced by 
Representative James W. Trimble 
of Arkansas provided for a gov- 
ernment of the United States in 
the event an atomic bomb should 
land squarely on Washington and 
wipe out the President, Vice Pres- 
ident, al] the members of the Cab- 
inet, the entire Congress and the 

Supreme Court. The resolution 
' proposed a constitutional amend- 
ment to be ratified by the legis- 
latures of three-fourths of the 
states. 

Under the proposed amendment, 
if the Government in Washington 
were wiped out, the first step 
would be for the top officers of 
the Army, Navy and Air Forces 
to choose “a civilian to act as in- 
terim President.” This is on the 
assumption, of course, that the 
commanders of the three services 
would survive and be in active 
command of forces in the field. 


Emergency President. 


The interim President is to call 
a meeting of the governors of all 
the states. The governors will 
then select by a majority vote one 
of their number to act as Presi- 
dent, and one to act as Vice Pres- 
ident. “Those selected by the gov- 
ernors shall immediately take of- 
fice and serve for the uncom- 
pleted portion of the terms for 
which the last elected President 
and Vice President were elected, 
respectively, at the site selected 
by a majority of the governors.” 

You will be able to pick it up 
en your television set—unless, of 
course, the radioactive effect of 
the bomb has knocked out all 
television and radio. The Gover- 
nor of Illinois is being sworn in 
as President of the United States 
in a deep underground shelter at 
the capital in Springfield, which, 
until the war ends in victory and 
Washington can be restored, will 
be the capital of the United 
Etates. 

As seen on the television screen, 
the faces of the newly chosen 
leaders of the country are tense 
and drawn, The words they 
speak are measured and solemn. 
This is the first time that a for- 
eign enemy has carried war to 
the shores of the United States. 
And it is war, says the new Presi- 

Y 


dent, of a more awful kind than 
the world has ever known: war 
that will mean further fearful 
sacrifices from the American peo- 
ple. 

A hot weather fantasy? Yes— 
but if the atomic armament race 
goes on, it can became reality. 


Unforeseen Problem. 


Congressman Trimble says he 
was reading the Constitution one 
night when it ocourred to him 
that no provision is made for an- 
other government in the event of 
the destruction of all the chief 
officers of the existing Federal 
Government. The framers of the 
Constitutton could hardly have 
been expected to foresee the age 
of mass death. They lived in a 
simple time when warfare was a 
matter of individual killing indi- 
vidual on a chosen field of battle. 
Towns were sacked, but only in- 
cidentally and not as a calculated 
part of strategy.

For modern 
war with its intricate technology, 
necessarily based on a great in- 
dustrial complex, requires instant 
over-all decisions, Our industrial 
concentration in a few centers 
makes this country peculiarly vul- 
nerable to atomic air attack.

IN ARMED FORGES 


United Lutherans Expected to 
Consider Request to 
Truman. 


CLEVELAND, Oct, 7 (AP)—A 
plea for presidential action to 
“bring morai conditions within the 
armed forces closer to the Chris- 


tian moral standards” of the na- 
tion came before the fifteenth bi- 
ennial convention of the United 
Lutheran Church in America to- 
day. 

‘A resolution to this effect was 
adopted by the church's New York 
synod last June. That synod has 
referred the resolution to the con- 
veation’s committee on memorials 
from constituent synods for action 
by the church’s general body. 

The resolution asserted the 
Christian moral standards ac- 
cepted by the nation “has not 
been attained or even approached 
within the armed forces,” and 
memorialized the United Luth- 
eran Church of America to peti- 
tion the President for necessary 
action. 

Benevolence gifts to the church 
have increased from $1,900,000 in 
1945 to an anticipated minimum 
of $2,200,000 this year, Dr. Clar- 
ence C. Stoughton of Clifton, 
Staten Island, the church's stew- 
ardship secretary, reported. 

Dr. Sylvester C. Michelfelder, 
executive director of the Luther- 
an world federation and director 
of Lutheran relief activities in 
Europe, reported the church was 
getting relief material into the 
Russian zone.

OUTLINED FOR HOUSE 


Military Committee Particu- 
larly Interested in Foreign 
At-ic Developments. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP) — 
An effort to broaden American in- 
telligence activities to permit ac- 
tual spying abroad shaped up to- 


day in the House Military Com- 
mittee. Keeping close check on 
foreign atomic energy develop- 
ments would be one specific as- 
signment of the contemplated 
espionage corps. 

Details of the proposal still are 
being drafted, but a bipartisan 
group within the committee in- 
tends to sponsor some such plan, 
spokesmen told a reporter. 

Congress never has authorized 
actual spying by American intel- 
ligence officers. They are limited 
now to operational duty directly 
in support of military forces and 
to counter-espionage — blocking 
any moves by foreign spies, 

Under the new program, intel- 
ligence units now functioning, in- 
cluding the National Intelligence 
Authority or a similar body, prob- 
ably would be retained but given

It is pretty evident that the 
Communist-controlled administra- 
tion has won the support of the 
majority of the population in this 
area. The form of government is 
certainly not democracy as Ameri- 
cans know it, but in its lower and 
middle levels, at least,-it appears 
to have a high democratic content. 
The system can best be described 
as a benevolent kind of one-party 
rule—benevolent, that is, to peas- 
ants, workers and small shopkeep- 
ers, who make up the vast ma- 
jority of the population of this 
isolated region. 

The controlling Communist 
party, which has about 33 per 
cent representation in the gov- 
ernment, is responsive to popular 
demands for economic and gov- 
ernmental changes, as expressed 


\jthrough the numerous neighbor- 


hood, peasant and workers’ asso- 
ciations, as long as these demands 
do not conflict with the overall 
party policy. Even in matters of 
higher policy the party has little 
difficulty with the pliable and 
semi-literate population, whose 
chief concern is to make a good 
living. In the absence of any 
organized political opposition, 
subtle propaganda and “guidance” 
of ubiquitous party workers has a 


clear field.

the other. The Kuomintang (Na- 
tionalist party) could learn much 
from this and other aspects of the 
Communist program, many fea- 
tures of which could be put into 
effect in Kuomintang territory 
without radical dislocation of the 
existing governmental system. The 
challenge is tremendous.

The Vatican replied that the 
principle of the church was that 
“conversion must be the result not 
of exterior constraint but of the 
soul's adherence to the truths 
taught by the Catholic Church, 

A special episcopal committee 
was set up “precisely to achieve 
that the conversions be, in con- 
formity with Catholic doctrine, the 
fruit of persuasion and not of con- 
straint,” the aide memoire con- 
tinued. 

Earlier in his address, Pope Pius 
criticized sharply what he de 
scribed as a trend toward “a doc- 
trine which, excluding all idea of 
the supernatural and of revelation, 
attributes to human reason the 
power of understanding the world 
completely, the prerogative of 
dominating all life, and which con- 
sequently demands... the full in- 
dependence of man by all borids 
of authority.” 

With apparent reference to Yu- 
goslavia and other countries in the 
Soviet sphere of influence, he 
said: 

“Of this doctrine, we know the 
fountains, the followers, the prog- 
ress; we know its influence on 
intellectual, moral and social life, 
on econemy and on politics, as well 
as its vicissitudes in the course 
of the history of the last cen- 
turies, especially the last hundred 
years, 

Oppression of Catholics. 

“Its representatives appeal to 
the principle of the ‘liberty of 
consciencé’ and to the principle of 
‘tolerance’ in matters concerning 
spiritual, especially religious life. 
“Yet all too often those very 
ones, having barely achieved pow- 
er, find nothing more urgent to 
do than to violate conscience and 
impose on the Catholic part of 
the people an oppressive yoke, es- 
pecially in that which refers to 
the rights of parents In the edu- 
cation of their children.” 

He warned Catholics that they 
must abandon doctrines or beliefs 


and found in error, and said that 
their freedom of thought and con- 
science must be limited by the 
revealed truth of the church, 
“Liberty of thought and the 
freedom of conscience have their 
essential limits in the truthfulness 
of the God they reveal,” he said. 
Turning to marriage and divorce 
—one of the matters reserved to 
the Rota tribunal—the Pope as- 
serted again that civilian courts 
had no right to terminate Catho- 
lic church marriages. 
Sacredness of Marriage Tie. 
“Even among the non-baptized 
(non-Catholics), marriages legit- 
imately contracted are in the nat- 
ural order a sacred thing, so that 
the civil tribunals do not have 
the power to dissolve them... .” 
He said, however, that the 
church would recognize, “in de- 
termined circumstances,” civil an- 
nulments, 


The Pope said that while canon 
law recognizes the competence of 
civil courts “for the purely civil 
effects of marriage even between 
the baptized, much more ample 
and profound is the competence 
of the church in matrimonial 
questions.” . 


Both world wars—“but incom- 
parably more the second”—have 
swelled the tide of broken mar- 
riages, he said, as millions of 
husbands and wives have endured 
long separations. 

“None will doubt that one of 
the chief cares of the church at 
the present time must be that of 
restraining with every means the 
growing decadence of matrimony 
and family; and it (the church) 
is fully conscious of this, well 
knowing, however, that its zeal 
cannot obtain effective results 
except as general economic, social 
and especially moral conditions 
make less difficult the leading 
of the conjugal life acceptable to 
the Lord,” he said, 

“In this regard, very great are 
the responsibilities that weigh on 
the public powers.”

Shortly before the Dreamboat 
was sighted over Cairo, Irvine ra- 
dioed, “I declare emergency.” He 
expressed fear the low fuel supply 
would unbalance the ship and 
landing would be dangerous. The 
400 gallons remaining were barely 
enough to “wet the bottom of our 
36 cells holding 13,000 gallons 
when full,” he explained. 

However, the plane _ touched 
down safely and the crewmen, 
tired from lack of sleep, stepped 
out to a welcome from the Royal 
Aero Club of Egypt. They talked 
with reporters and then headed 


for Shepheard’s Hotel. 

On the trip, the Dreamboat 
passed over three oceans—Pacific, 
Arctic and Atlantic; three conti- 
nents, North America, Europe and 
Africa, and bisected the Arctic 
Circle, once reporting from Prince 
of Wales island 400 to 500 miles 
within the Circle. 

The plane was the most heavily 
loaded Superfortress ever to take 
off when it lifted 74 tons, more 
than half that in gasoline, into 
the air at Honolulu. 

To escape icing conditions, it 
flew most of the; way above the 
clouds and higher than its most 
efficient altitude of 10,000 feet, 
once going to 22,000 feet between 
Baffin Land and Iceland. With 
better conditions, Irvine said, it 
could have gone about 1000 miles 
farther to Khartoum. 

Gyro Used for Guidance. 

He related that conventioral 
magnetic compasses were com- 
pletely unreliable about 200 miles 
inland from the Aleutian islands 
off Alaska, and became reliable 
again only after the plane had 
spanned North America and was 
over Greenland. 

Maj. N. P. Hays of Seneca, Mo., 
the navigator, guided the Dream- 
boat in that critical stretch by a 
little six-pound electrical gyro, 
because the plane flew over under- 
cast and beneath high clouds 
which made both the ground and 
the heavens invisible. 

“My compass went round and 
round,” Hays said, “I got so tired 
looking at it that I covered it up” 
Irvine told of seeing wierd 
greenish lights in the sunrise over 
the Arctic yesterday. He said they 
were the most beautiful sight he 
had ever witnessed. He expressed 
belief that the lights may have 
been prismatic effects of sun rays 
on ice particles. 

Over England the weather was 
so bad the crew did not see wel- 
coming R.A.F, planes, and over 
the Mediterranean there was a 
thunderstorm, 

The Dreamboat beat its own 
predicted flight time of 41 hours 
but did not win back the non-stcp 
record taken from it recently by 
the Navy’s patrol bomber, the 
Truculent Turtle, which flew ij1,- 
250 miles from Perth, Australia, 
to Columbus, O.

EXCOMMUNICATION 
OF TITO FOR TRYING 
BISHOP REPORTED 


Church Law Forbids Civilian 
Judgment of Primate 
Without Permission. 


VATICAN CITY, Oct. 7 (UP)— 
A reliable Vatican authority on 
Catholic church law said today 
that Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz 
had incurred a “minor excommu- 
nication” by placing Archbishop 
Alojzijc Stepinac on trial with- 
out Vatican authorization. 

The source explained that the 
Tito excommunication was “auto- 


matic” because he had violated 
church laws. 

“According to church law, mem- 
bers of the clergy and especially 
bishops are exonerated from judg- 
ment of any kind in civilian 
tribunals unless the Vatican 
grants permission that they be 
placed on trial,” the source ex- 
plained. “This was not the case 
of the primate of Croatia, Step- 
inac, who was arbitrarily arrested 
and placed on trial at Zagreb.” 

There are two kinds of excom- 
munication, it was explained. 
Major excommunication is issued 
by means of a special decree of 
the holy office of the Catholic 
church. It is the one which Na- 
poleon incurred when he arrested 
Pope Pius VI. 

Minor excommunication is not 
decreed by the Vatican but is in- 
curred by any Catholic who de- 
liberately violates church law.

lated into active demand. That 
means we must keep high levels 
of employment, at good wages, for 
only in that way can we main- 
tain purchasing power and mass 
markets. Our long-run problem 
will be one of keeping and de- 
veloping markets for agriculture 
and business. 

This was foreseen by the Con- 
gress last year, when it passed the 
Employment Act of 1946 creating 
the Economic Council to help the 
President study just such prob- 
lems as this one. When the Presi- 
dent makes his report on the state 
of the nation next January, he 
will have had the benefit of the 
advice of the three-man Economic 
Council, Messrs. Nourse, Clark and 
Keyserling, on the nation’s lIong- 
range economic problems and 
aims. 

For ‘the immediate future, how- 
ever, our problem is inflation, not 
deflation. If we—and that means 
all of us—don’s observe elementary 
rules of regard for the rights of 
others in our individual and busi- 
ness dealings during the next few 
months, prices can and will get 
out of hand. Charging all that 
the traffic will bear for goods 
not under price control; making 
unreasonable wage demands; dis- 
regarding ceiling prices; buying 
on the black market; hoarding of 
materials, parts, or finished goods 
-— doing all those things would 
mean one thing: spiralling prices, 
a collapse of consumer demand, 
and depression. 

I am confident that American 
business men, labor, and consum- 
ers are adult enough not to let 
momentary impatience, or short- 
sighted selfishness, trick them in- 
to letting slip the opportunity for 
stable, long-continued prosperity 
that is almost in our grasp.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP)— 
The world wheat crop in 1946 is 
likely to approximate 5,900,000,000 
bushels, the largest since 1940, the 
Department of Agriculture report- 


ed yesterday. 

A crop of that size, however, 
will be slightly below the 1935-39 
average. 

The department's Office of For- 
eign Agricultural Relations noted 
in a report: “Compared with the 


small 1945 production, present 
prospects point to substantial in- 
creases in all areas.” 

The report said the most out- 
standing gain over last year’s crop 
“is noted in the European total 
now placed at 1,360,000,000 bushels, 
or 330,000,000 bushels larger than 
in 1945." The British Isles, which 
have suffered bad weather, were 
the only exception noted in the 
European crop improvement. 

The OPA last night reduced the 
price ceilings on calves and any 
low-grade cattle weighing less 
than 500 pounds, explaining that 
the calves increase previously 
granted was “an error.”

Suggested Tours 
For Autumn Beauty 


By Leonard Hall 


HERE are some folks who claim that you 

must go to New England to really see the 

beauties of autumn—but as I have stated be- 

fore, 1am from Missouri and you'll have to show 

me. It is true that 

the hardwoods in 

the mountain coun- 

try of New Hamp- 

shire and Vermont 

—the sugar maples, 

beeches and other 

trees which give 

that country its 

glorious autumn 

coloring — are very 

beautiful, Yet here 

in our own state we 

have a much richer 

forest covering; 

perhaps the great- 

est variety of trees 

¥ which exists any- 

; where in America, 

hee pSiencnet ay the aati place of north and 

south, east and west. We have the hard maples 

—and lots of them. But we have many other 

trees equally beautiful in their autumn folilage— 

the elms, hickories, sassafras, persimmon, haw- 

thorn, blackhaw and a great variety of oaks. 

Contrasting with these on the Missouri hills are 

the dark greens of red cedars and the more bril- 

liant green of the pine, which is beginning to 
come back in some areas. 
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THERE ISN’T MUCH doubt that Missouri's 
autumn is early this year. Today as we drove 
down to the new farm, it was plain to see all 
along the way that the foliage was beginning to 
turn. Sumac and sassafras along the edges of 
the fields range from bright yellow through all 
the shades of scarlet and on to dark red. The 
dogwood at the edge of the timber is literally 
blooming for the second time as its foliage is 
painted by the hand of that master artist, Mother 
Nature. Many of the hickories have passed their 
peak of brilliant yellow and are beginning to 
change to brown, while hard maples are show- 
ing color at the tips which one frosty night will 
turn to scarlet. 


ae 


SEEING THE OZARK country at its autumn 
best is a matter of careful timing, and I believe 
that the peak is going to be reached this year at 
least a week earlier than usual. This is a thing 
which should be taken into consideration in 
planning that autumn pilgrimage into the hill 
country, which has become an annual event for 
s0 many Missourians; and certainly anyone who 
hasn’t made this pilgrimage is missing as great 
a treat as nature can provide. It seems to me 
we should plan such a trip for the weekend of 
the twelfth or nineteenth at the very latest. After 
that, the peak of color will be gone, and there 
will remain primarily the somber reds of the oak 
trees.

IT ISN’T DIFFICULT to take such a trip from 
St. Louis, since it can easily be varied in length 
from a half day to two-days or more, Because 
of this and because some of the highways lead- 
ing out of our city offer a better display than 
others, it might be interesting to suggest sev- 
eral alternative routes which-can be taken. For 
a short drive of even a half day, there is much 
of beauty that can be seen. One might drive 
south on Highway 61-67 to Pevely, turn right on 
County A to Hillsboro, then home up No. 21—or 
at Hilisboro one can turn south a mile or so to 
the road which runs over to Morse's Mill and 
Cedar Hill, then home via Gravois road, which

FOR A FULL DAY’S trip, you may want to 
drive south down No, 21 through Hillsboro and 
De Soto, past Washington State Park, which is 
a beautiful spot for a picnic lunch, turn down 
through the sleepy valley where lies the village 
of Old Mines and so to Potosi. At this point, 
Highway 8 swings to the right around the court 
house and runs some 40 miles west to Steelville, 
crossing Courtois and Huzzah creeks. From 
Steelville, you can drive north on Highway 19 
to Cuba, then east on No, 66 to St, Clair, where 
Highway 30 branches off to the right. I would 
suggest leaving No. 66 at this point, since No. 30 
comes into St. Louis through beautiful rolling 
country, which offers magnificent prospects on 
every side. 
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‘FOR A TWO-DAY JAUNT, one might con- 
tinue down past Potosi on No. 21. At Ironton 
you can stop for lunch at Mrs. Albright’s new 
Greystone Inn or drive on down to the Lone 
Pine Hotel. Indeed, this is a pleasant place to 
spend the night, although you will probably want 
to push on south, deeper into the ‘Ozark country. 
There are hotels at Ellington and Van Buren 
which can take good care of the traveler—but 
it might be well to make reservations at these. 
Or you can turn aside at Ellington on Highway 
104 and drive out to Current river, where you 
can put up with Bill Smith, who runs the ferry 
at Powder Mill. For a special treat you may 
want to have Bill drop you down in his motor- 
boat to see beautiful Blue Spring, which is mag- 
nificent at this time of year.

THERE ARE MANY POINTS. of interest in 
this territory—Big Spring at Van Buren, which 
is reached by a spectacular four-mile drive from 
that town; Blue Spring, which is a couple of 
miles below Powder Mill ferry, and Alley Spring,- 
just six miles out of Eminence. If you are in 
Eminence around meal time, you can be sure of 
a good meal at the Powell Hotel. Also, if you 
make this particular trip, you can put up com- 
fortably at Round Spring Tavern, on Highway 
19, a few miles north of Eminence. This few 
miles of road, by the way, is as spectacular as 
anything in the Ogarks. You would then drive 
back to St. Louis by way of Highway 19 to Rolla 
or Cuba, then on No, 66 to St. Clair and back 
to St. Louis on either No. 66, Manchester road 
or Gravois. 
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THERE ARE, OF COURSE, many other jaunts 
which can be made into the Ozark country—and 
you may have your favorite trip already lined 
up. But if you haven't you can make any of 
the drives which are suggested here and be abso- 
lutely certain of seeing Missouri's autumn at its 
best. The main-thing to do is to watch the 
weather carefully—and looking over across our 
valley at the distant hills today, it seems to me 
that the weekend of the twelfth will probably 
find our autumn coloring at its peak of perfec-

E DO not know what causes 
migraine, the one-sided head- 
ache which is so severe that 
some have referred to it as the 
—— of all headaches.” 
There is, however, a theory that 
the attacks, which are periodic, 
come on because of release into 
the blood of a substance known 
as histamine. This, in turn, is 
thought to occur as the result of 
some hidden allergy. Doctors con- 
jecture that people who have mi- 
graine headaches may be over- 
sensitive to some substance, such 
as food or pollen or dust,

WHATEVER the substance may 
be, the theory is that when these 
people come in contact with it, 
they react to it by a release of 
histamine into the blood, 

Histamine is ordinarily present 
in the cells of the body, but only 
a@ very tiny bit indeed is normally 
present in the blood stream, Some 
people seem unable to tolerate any 
larger amount of this substance 
in the circulation and they are 
the ones who are believed to de- 
velop migraine when histamine en- 
ters the blood. 

Because of these considerations, 
Stuyvesant Butler and Dr. 
William A. Thomas of Chicago 
treated a number of patiénts with 
migraine by giving them injec- 
tions of histamine in graduaMy im- 
creasing doses. Thirty-four pea- 
tients were included in the study. 
The histamine was dissolved in 
a salt solution and injected very 
slowly into a vein, about five 
drops per minute. 

x * 


THE ENTIRE injection usually 
took from four to eight hours. As 
many as three or four treatments 
were given with a day of rest be- 
tween injections. The preparation 
was not used in patients with 
heart disease, high biéod pressure 
or kidney disease, nor was it used 
in patients who had ulcer of the 
stomach or bowel. 

Of the 34 patients, seven were 
greatly improved and 24 became 
completely free of their symp- 
toms. In the other three, no im- 
provement occurred. All of the 
patients were observed for at least 
six months after the treatment 
Was employed. 

Of course, treatment of this type 
must be Carefully carried out, 
since certain reactions may occur 
such as @ severe headache, an at- 
tack of hives or even, asthma. 
On the other hand, the results ob- 
tained seem so good that many pa- 
tients wtih migraine might find 
it well worth employing, particu- 
larly where the usual treatment 
with drugs fails to bring relief.

He Made a Business of His Own 


His Father-in-Law's Prize- Winning Idea Gave This Ex-Gl Independence 


By Clarissa. Start 


NE of the dreams of the re- 

turning serviceman, weary of 

regimentation, of order giving 
and order taking, was to start a 
business of his own, however 
small, where he could begin Cele- 
brating hfs civilian independence. 
Among the ex-servicemen who 
bought that dream was Earl E. 
Woodard, 7366 Arlington avenue, 
Richmond Heights, who not only 
started his own rug, carpet, and 
furniture cleaning business, but is 
now training other veterans to 
start similar businesses. 

Earl’s career in business really 
began when his father-in-law, 
Robert M, Burklin, of Chevy 
Chase, Md., entered the Readers’ 
Digest contest, “Ideas for New 
Business,” in June, 1945, Burklin, 
who had had a cleaning plant be- 
fore the war, suggested that veter- 
ans.should easily start their own 
in-the-home rug, carpet, and sofa 
shampooing service, and for a 
small outlay of capital, could liter- 
ally begin cleaning up. His letter 
was awarded one of the first 


_ prizes of $250, and also brought 


him hundreds of letters from in- 
terested servicemen, among them 
his son-in-law. 

“I was one of the veterans he 
started in business and I now rep- 
resent him in this area,” Wood- 
ard explained, “Since then we've 
started 15 others in business and 
have a Waiting list of 50. Event- 
ually we expect to have about 250 
throughout the ccuntry.” 

Woodard, a former navigator 
with the Eighth Air Force in Eng- 
land, was shot down in a bomb- 
ing mission over Nancy, France, 
managed to make his way to 
Spain through the Pyrenees, and 
was the last American to escape 
before the invasion, His assistant 
in the rug cleaning business, Tom 
O'Neill, 5949 Wabada avenue, is 
also an Air Force veteran, a for- 
mer Tech, Sergean’ who spent two 
years in England, Working with a 
rug scrubber and a vacuum clean- 
er is slightly different, he ob- 
served, from working on a B-17, 
but also easier on the nerves, 
Woodard has two other trainees 
doing part time work now to 
learn the business, one formerly 
in the Engineering Corps, the 
other an ex-Air Force captain, and 
one of his graduates, Pierce 
Raney, 5431 Cabanne avenue, is 
now in business for himself. 
Raney is a veteran of World War 
I, since applications have not been 
limited to ex-servicemen from the 
last war only. 

“Among the men who are in 
business in other towns,” Woodard 
said, “is one in Philadelphia, one 
on Long Island, one in Boston, 
one in Daytona Beach, Florida, 
and my father-in-law has trained 
five or six in Washington, D. C, 
They're really his competitors now 
but he says there’s enough busi- 
ness for all of them, There’s also 
a man in Vancouver, Canada and 
on our waiting list there’s a fel- 
low who wants to go into business 
in Shanghai, China, He's a 
Chinese-American citizen who was 
in the Air Corps, too. I don’t know 
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EARL WOODARD .,. HE TOOK HIS FATHER-IN-LAW LITERALLY, 


just how we're going to train him 
because I don’t think a corres- 
pondence course would be very 
practical.”

Prospective rug and furniture 
Cleanerg have been held back 
slightly by the scarcity of ma- 
chinery and equipment, to date, 
though as Burklin’s Readers’ Di- 
gest entry pointed out, not much 
equipment is needed, The main 
items are a rug scrubbing machine 
which includes a soap solution 
tank and a whirl feed brush, and 
a large commercial vacuum 
cleaner. ‘ 

“We have two or three smaller 
types of machines, too,” Woodard 
added, “and of course you need 
a truck or trailer of some kind 
to move the machinery, Including 
the cost of a truck, it involves a 
couple of thousand dollars capital 
to go into business.” 

While they have no organized 
association, the Burklin trainees 
have a sort of mutual assistance 
program in recommending each 
other to customers in other cities, 
One of Woodard’s first customers, 
for example, was a woman whose 
daughter lived in another city and 
had been s0 pleased with her 
local cleaner that she asked him 
to recommend someone in St. 
Louis, a recommendation which 
led to a two-day job in a large 
West End home here.

“Most of our customers have 
come to us from word of mouth 
advertising,” Woodard says, “Our 
work has wonderful sales value in 
that we go directly to the house 
and there’s not all the bother and 
confusion of sending the rugs 
away to be cleaned and having 
the house torn up over a period 
of days or weeks. We've even 
gone into homes where the owner 
was oh vacation and done the 
work while they were away.” 


Woodard doesn't oonsider that 
he’s in competition with commer- 
cial cleaners who work on a 
volume basis and find it unprofit- 
able to make hotise calls but he 
has gotten some large jobs from 
hotels, schools, stores, where it 
is impossible to také up rugs and 
carpets and send them out for 
cleaning. 

"T did all the carpeting at Lin- 
denwood College this summer,” he 
said, “and expect to do a down- 
town store this fal, Department 
stores always have dirty rugs,” he 
added, a gleam of anticipation in 
his eye. 

Some of Woodard’s trafmees and 
men on the waiting list have ap- 
plied for on-the-job training pay 
while learning the business of rug 
cleaning. Burklin estimated in his 
Readers’ Digest entry, and Wood- 
ard agrees, that a young man in 


of six weeks time is spent in 
training new men though, as 
Woodard points out, it varies with 
the individual.

“There’s a lot of work to it,” 
he gaid, “The fellows who go into 
business for themselves can’t be 
concerned about a 40-hour week, 
and when Tom and I finish for 
the day we hardly ever fee) much 
like going out and playing tennis. 
I go out on all the jobs myself 
because by going out I make more 
contacts and also I see that the 
work is done right and if it isn’t 
done right it’s my own fault. My 
wife and another girl take care 
of the office—this is the office,” he 
indicated the living room of their 
second floor apartment, “Since my 
wife has to stay at home anyway 
to take care of our five-month’ 
old son it works. out fine.” 

In time, Woodard hopes to ex- 
pand his business to include such 
kindred services as cleaning and 
Polishing floors, cleaning walls, 
possibly moth-proofing upholstered 
furniture and blankets. His en 
thusiasm engendered by his own 
business is obvious. 

“Il used to be an income tax 
agent,” he says, “bot it was con- 
fining indoor work and I didn’t

Granting that it was bad luck 
to lose one trick to the singleton

hand, it is nevertheless true that 
it would have cost nothing te 
guard against this very possibility. 
Let’s take a look at South’s trump 
holding in conjunction with the 
J-3 in dummy. 

Under any circumstances South 
would have to lose at least one 
trump trick missing as he was 
the K-10 9&7 of the suit. What 
was worse, he would have to lose 
two trump tricks if either de 
fender had started with the king 
and three others. If this was the 
case, however, there was nothing 
to be done about it, so the best 
plan was simply to forget it. Simi 
larly, if clubs broke 32 any rea- 
sonable line of play would turn 
out all right, so South could forget 
about that also.
